Susan Dalton 
to step down from 
School Committee

For the first time since before Star Wars 
was released for the first time, Andover will 
be without one of its most well-known public 
servants.

started slowly. First the 
It man allegedly stuck an 

item in his pocket, then 
removed it and put it back on the 
Shelf. Then he stuffed something 
else in his pocket. This time he left 
it there. 

Deborah Lane called the police 
from the phone behind the counter, 
then confronted the shoplifter. She 
asked what he had in his pocket 
and he said “nothing.” She tapped 
on his jacket pocket, striking the 
object. He pulled out a bottle of per- 
fumed cream, said he planned to 
pay for it and offered the money. 
She said no, that it was too late for 
that. He then said he would leave 
and she told him no, he would wait 
for the police. 

Things started moving more 
quickly. 

“He shoved me,” Ms. Lane said 


this week, recounting the events in 
her store, The Andovers Gift Shop 
at 4 Main St., which occurred last 
Thursday afternoon. 

She grabbed onto his jacket and 
he tried to wrestle away. The hard- 
er he pulled, the tighter she held 
on. She is 5 foot 4, he was about 5 
foot 11, according to police. He 
began swinging her “back and 
forth, back and forth,” trying to 
shake her off while dragging her 
toward the door. 

“He wanted to leave and I just 
wanted him to wait for police,” Ms. 
Lane said. “I just didn’t want 
another foot chase around town. 
I’ve done enough foot chases 
around town.” 

The man had been swinging his 
elbows at her, but missing. Now 
the blows began to strike home. 
She tried to reason with him. 
telling him not to add assault 


charges to the problems he already 
had. 

Kelly Blanchette, Ms. Lane’s sis- 
ter, who was also working in the 
Store, said the man was yelling that 
Ms. Lane was hurting him. The 
suspect finally broke loose and 
headed for the door, but Ms. 
Blanchette reached it first and held 
the door closed from outside. Ms. 
Lane ran back to the phone and 
called police again. The phone is 
programmed to dial police at the 
touch of a button. 

The suspect was ramming the 
door with his head. He managed to 
get it open far enough to wedge his 
head between it and the door lock. 
Afraid she was going to hurt him, 
and unsure of the line between self- 
defense and assault, Ms. Blanchette 
let go of the door. She wrestled

Vests 
from 
reclaimed 
materials

How do you raise three kids, 
take care of the house, feed the 
dog and run a business? Joan 
Saunders has figured a way to 
be a full-time mom, market her 
creativity and be environmen- 
tally friendly. 

“They amaze me,” Ms. Saun- 
ders says of her hand-made 
vests. 

She designs wool vests made 
from old vintage material, 
thoughtfully selected, cut and 
stitched back together. The 
vests are made of wool patches 
from sweaters, pants, skirts and 
jackets. Each individually 
styled garment is filled with 
memories that are brought back 
to life and good use. That’s why 
Ms. Saunders prefers to call 
them “reclaimed” 
“recycled.” 

Ms. Saunders is an artist 
/business woman/mom/wife 
who went to Sweet Briar Col- 
lege in Virginia. She received 
her BA in European history and 
spent the year after college in 
France. She learned the lan- 
guage. She also soaked in the 
French haute couture (highest- 
design fashion). 

Ms. Saunders worked as a 
flight attendant for a while, 
traveling and meeting people 
from all over the world until 
She decided to settle down. She 
married Robert Saunders and 
started a family. They now have 
three kids, Nicholas, 11, Aman- 
da, 9, and Peter, 6. All of them 
contribute to her success or 
learn from her skills. 

“This is fun. I get to model 
Mom’s vests,” says Amanda. 
She also wears them to school. 
“My teachers love them.” 

Peter and Amanda model for 
pictures, which are sent to 
stores all over New England. 

“Nicholas is very encourag- 
ing,” says Ms. Saunders. He 
contributes outgrown clothes. 
Lately, Ms. Saunders says,

her kids have to hide their 
favorite sweaters in case Mom 
gets inspired by a unique 
sequence of colors or design. 
The next time they see that 
sweater, it may be on a vest! 
Why vests? 

According to Ms. Saunders, 
vests are the most practical 
pieces of clothing. They keep 
you warm but also allow your 
arms to move freely. Mr. Saun- 
ders wears his wife’s vests for 
fall or winter casual wear. 

“It’s a great way for Joan to 
express her artistic creativity,” 
he says. 

Vests are making trendy 
news, but Ms. Saunders says 
these things never faze her. She 
always loved making clothes 
and began sewing at age 7. 

Ms. Saunders started by 
turning white T-shirts into col- 
orful casual wear. She cut 
scenes and themes from materi- 
al and sewed them on white T- 
shirts. Next, she turned to 
fall/winter wear and made mit- 
tens from patches of old 
sweaters. 

While visiting Stowe, Vt., 
three years ago, she found her 
new inspiration at a local store: 
new vests made of old material. 

She took the idea and ran 
with it all the way to Vena Coco. 
Well sort of. She underestimat- 
ed the time and work that went 
into making each vest. 

Ms. Saunders’ searches 
through clothes in thrift shops, 
second-hand stores and Good- 
will locations. Friends give her 
fabric. Each vest is individually 
hand-cut and pieced together 
using four to six sweaters. She 
shrinks the wool from the old 
sweaters so it becomes felt and 
doesn’t unravel. She then binds 
the wool together by one or two 
different strips of shirt fabric. 
For an added touch, some of the 
vests may have a whimsical 
pocket or two. As a final feature

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Manager recommends $77.6M budget for FY 98

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski this 
week recommended selectmen adopt a bud- 
get of $77.6 million for fiscal 1998, a 3.8 per- 
cent increase from this year. 

Fiscal 1998 begins July 1, 1997, and runs 
through June 30, 1998. Mr. Stapczynski pre- 
sented his budget proposal to selectmen at 
their meeting Monday night.

Planners question 
Shawsheen Road 
subdivision plans

Planners closed discussion on a proposed 
subdivision across from the High School on 
Shawsheen Road, Tuesday night. 

About a dozen residents took part in the 
public hearing for a preliminary plan for the 
proposed seven-lot Southwick Estates cluster 
subdivision across the street from Andover 
High School, at the corner of Lincoln Street. 

Most residents and the members of the 
Planning Board were concerned with pre- 
serving an esker that runs through the site. 
An esker is a ridge made of glacial deposits. 
Several of the residents said a lot of people 
use that area for walking and recreation. 

The plans call for cutting into a portion of 
the esker for the cul de sac, but leaving it 
mostly intact, according to an attorney for 
Yvon Cormier, the builder. The town’s subdi- 
vision rules and regulations do provide pro- 
tection for natural features, and specifically 
mentions eskers. 

The board will likely vote on the prelimi- 
nary plan at its next meeting, Feb. 11. But the 
preliminary plan is a non-binding vote, and a 
developer doesn’t really even have to submit 
one. It is done to give the developer and the 
planners an idea of the issues that will need 
to be addressed, such as those brought up by 
residents, when the developer comes back to 
the board with a definitive plan later on. 
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an excess levy capacity of $1 mil- 
lion. The levy capacity is the 
maximum the town could raise 
in property taxes under Proposi- 
tion 2%. Not taxing to the levy 
capacity provides the town a lev- 
el of flexibility to handle unex- 
pected expenses, such as last 
year’s snow removal costs, and 
is looked on favorably by finan- 
cial analysts who set the town’s 
credit rating. It also held down 
and limited the increases pro- 
posed in his budget recommen- 
dation, Mr. Stapcezynski said. 
Many worthwhile projects and 
innovative changes requested by 
department heads were reduced 
in scale or eliminated, he said. 

Seventy percent of the rev- 
enues for the budget would come 
from property taxes. Another 20 
percent would come from local 
revenues and 10 percent from 
state aid. 

Selectmen, the Finance Com- 
mittee and the School Committee 
will be going over the budget, 
department by department, 
between now and the April Town 
Meeting. 

Highlights 
The proposed budget would 


give town departments $27.7 mil- 
lion, up 6.1 percent from this 
year. Highlights include: 

* $10,000 for a Youth Ser- 
vices intern to assist Bill Fahey, 
youth coordinator, with pro- 
grams and activities; 

¢ $12,500 for a half-time 
intake worker to help adminis- 
ter services for the elderly; 

¢ $75,000 to provide special 
counsel for litigation pertain- 
ing to a lawsuit filed against the 
town by the Andover High 
School construction contractor. 
(This is in addition to the 
$250,000 budgeted for other town 
legal services.); 

* $30,000 for a new position, 
a purchasing/inventory coor- 
dinator, for Municipal Mainte- 
nance; 

* $15,000 to restore a part- 
time custodian position at Old 
Town Hall; 

¢ $1,274,000 for Municipal

Lights out. You freeze. Your heart’s 
pounding. You don’t move. Heavy breathing 
is the only sound you hear. You try to scream 
but nothing comes out. He’s coming closer 
and closer. 

This could be a script for an amateur 
thriller film. Today, Andover kids and teens 
let their imagination run wild by creating 
their own scripts and filming their work on 
video. 

The TCI Video Club at Andover High 
School creates its own films. Members have 
met since 1988 on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
under the supervision and guidance of film 
adviser, Karen Hayden. 

“Many of our club participants have seri- 
ous aspirations to get into the communica- 
tions field,” said Ms. Hayden. “They learn a 
lot about team work and organizational 
skills. These days accessibility to technical 
equipment has made students more compe- 
tent.” 

Some previous video club members are 
now working professionally in areas of film 
production. Chris Moore, who graduated in 
1988 from AHS, works for The Fox Network 
Sports Division. Ann Marie Charland, also 
AHS ’88, will be the associate producer for 
Holiday at Pops on Channel 5. 

“Every scrap of experience gives you a leg 
up,” said Ms. Hayden. 

Assignments are divided up for club mem- 
bers and the final product is presented on the 
local cable access Channel 12. 

Andover High instructor Joe Spanos 
teaches Introduction to TV Production, which 


familiarizes students with producing and - 


editing films. In the near future he will offer 
a multi-media course that will allow students 
to digitize videotapes through the computer. 
Currently, the school and club use JVS and 
Panasonic editing. However, with this new 
course, editing will be advanced and facilitat- 
ed by using computers. Mr. Spanos said the 
Internet will be an excellent source for teach- 
ing students to download information. 

Andover High senior Laura Selima has 
been involved in the school’s club since her 
sophomore year. She is the producer and 
host of her own high school show, Moniter. 
Her production reports recent stories and 
high school current events. Student opinions 
and interviews with faculty members are 
included in some shows. 

Last October, Ms. Selima had the opportu- 
nity to interview Jay Leno for one of her 
episodes, “Conversation with Jay Leno.” 
Right now, Ms. Selima is keeping her career 
options open. 

“I might minor in media or communica- 
tions, and major in public relations, maybe 
as a telecommunications ambassador,” she 
said. 

Scott Blumstack, 19, of Arrowood Drive, 
currently is a sophomore at New York Uni- 
versity’s film school. He creates short films 
that are mostly visual. Two years ago, he and 
some friends produced an eight- to 10-minute 
presentation that portrayed a narrative sto- 
ryline. At NYU, Mr. Blumstack has the 
opportunity to edit, shoot, project and pro- 
duce his own films. The class requires him to 
direct five films out of 20. 

Andover is filled with people involved in 
film. Some create their own home video pro- 
ductions. Since fourth grade, Aimee Dollard, 
18, and this reporter have created, filmed and 
produced their own films. Neither of the two 
have had a course in film making. However,

they attempt to produce the most 
professional productions as possible. 

“We've created fashion shoots, 
murder mysteries, to simple comedy 
skits,” said Ms. Dollard.

L* fall, the Committee on Andover at 400 held a series of five seminars dealing with 


and Finance; Medicine, Science and Technology; Environment and Buildings; and the 
Soul of Andover — took a look at what life in Andover in 2046 might be like, 400 years after its 
founding. By looking to the future, the organizers reasoned, townspeople could benefit by 
making improvements in the present. According to Selectman Larry Larsen, the committee 
extended an invitation to young people by sponsoring an essay contest on any of the five 
themes concerning Andover at 400. The two best essays submitted to the Andover 400th Com- 
mittee — Education in 2046 by Catherine Maffione, age 10, and What Will Our Surroundings in 
Andover be Like Fifty Years From Now? by Sailakshmi Ramgopal, age 12 —- were awarded a 
prize of $100 each. The winning essays will be included in a book about the 350th celebration, 
Dr. Larsen said. The book is scheduled to be published in several months. Both essays will be 
published in the Townsman: Catherine Maffione’s is printed below.

magine a junkyard filled with old yellow 
[eeses Dads and moms are working at 

home a lot now, maybe in 50 years school 
will be at home too. 

High tech things are just getting hot. In 
fifty years they'll be sizzling! Computers will 
be the hottest thing around. Every kid will 
have his/her own laptop — no books! Everyone 
will be on the net surfing while doing school 
work at the same time. We will be able to do 
everything we do now in school on the com- 
puter. But, hold it. What’s the cost? It’s really 
cheap! $20 per computer a year, plus $10 for a 
learning disk. Grades 1-12 will be on the disk. 
Everybody will want good posture while they 
sit at the computer all day. So each student 
can buy a kneeling posture chair, three for the 
price of two, a special school discount. 

Say a first-grader is trying to find out what 
b-0-0-k spells. Well, guess what, the computer 
could help sound it out. The first-grader 
would sound it out and the computer would 
help. The computer would also say if it is right 
or wrong. “Wow!” you say. “That’s cool.” 

You would like to be able to see your teach- 
ers sometimes, so you could hold a video con- 
ference. You are in Andover, while your 
teacher is in Madagascar. You could talk to 
one another and see each other. You’re now 
back to your same surroundings, your same 
room, and you want a change. For 15 minutes 
every day you could use virtual reality. It 
would let you walk on Mars, be in the 
Olympics, or even find the cure to a disease. 

A big part of growing up is being able to 
talk — “socialize,” so for an hour a day, two 
days a week, you could just talk with your 
friends on the computer. 

You still need to stay fit, sing, and draw. 
You can sing with the music teacher on the 
computer and draw with the art teacher on 
the computer, but you can’t stay fit on the 
computer. There would be five fields, you 
would pick the closest to your house and go 
there two days a week for 45 minutes. The 
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gym teacher would put you in different cate- 
gories. During the winter you would go to the 
indoor gym which is right next to your field. 
You’re just about to say what about the 
library? Well, there are over 500 million books 
on the ’Net for all ages. You can order your 
book, and in 10 minutes it will be on your 
computer. It’s too long to print out, but if 
you're not finished reading yet, you can go to 
“save” and it will save your book and remem- 
ber your page for you. So when you can read 
it again, the computer will tell you your page. 

Every kid needs to practice penmanship, so 
you can write papers off the computer. When 
you put the paper up to the screen, the com- 
puter will read and correct it. Time is very 
important. Over the school year we go to 
school for about 1,080 hours. The computer 
will time you doing educational things for 
1,080 hours. After that, no more school till] 
next fall. There is only one problem. If you're 
lazy, you'll be on one grade forever. 

What happens if typing is too small for 
first-graders, too big for seventh-graders, and 
just not right for fourth-graders either? Well, 
grades 1-3 can have big type, 4-7 can have 
medium type, and 8-12 can have smaller type. 
Will you have homework? Yes, you will, and 
you will do it off the computer. The computer 
will assign you your homework. 

Study skills are very important. You will 
need to learn them at an early age. Parents 
can sign up their children for only $5. You will 
not be able to do very well on tests unless you 
learn study skills. Every time you finish a 
chapter on any subject, the computer will give 
you three days to study, then give you a test. 
You will not be able to refer back to anything 
on screen while taking your test. 

There are some things you need to get cre- 
ative on, like designing your own room. You 
can design your own room on the computer. 
All you need to do is sign up and the design-it 
program will go directly to your computer. It 
would be like an enrichment course. 

Education in 50 years will be much differ- 
ent than it is right now.

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State advises Cultural Council on arts grant programs 


The Andover Cultural Council convened

8. Is it usual for the architect to be 
involved with the construction phase? 
Why can’t we deal directly with the con- 
struction company? 

The procedures for bidding and construct- 
ing a public facility are strictly regulated by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

tion. Another forum is scheduled for 
Wednesday, Feb. 12, at 7 p.m. in the 
West Middle School cafeteria. 

The least expensive option present- 
ed Monday would be to build a new 
middle school for grades 5 through 8. 
This $24.3 million option would mean a 
switch from the current middle school 
configuration where the middle 
schools house grades 6 to 8. Doherty 
and West middle schools would not be 
renovated. 

To renovate the two existing middle 
schools while building a new middle 
school for grades 5 to 8 will cost an esti- 
mated total of $36.2 million, according 
to the advisory committee. 

A $30.8 million option would add 
classrooms to Sanborn Elementary and 
pay for both adding onto and renovat- 
ing the existing middle schools for 
grades 6 to 8. 

Another option would add class- 
rooms to Sanborn, build a new middle 
school for grades 6 to 8, and renovate 
the two existing middle schools for an 
estimated price of $34 million. 

Bruce Maki, Doherty’s assistant 
principal, told the approximately 80 
people who attended the forum that the 
advisory committee had looked at 11 
major building project configurations 
and several more subsets of those 11 
major possibilities. 

The advisory committee saw prob- 
lems with several options because they 
would eliminate a school building 
and/or cost more than $38 million, he 
said. The committee also felt less posi- 
tive about options that would build “a

non-efficient school,” such as a school 
with only two rooms per grade. 

Mr. Maki then presented the four 
options that did not have any of these 
drawbacks. 

After the advisory committee made 
its presentation on the student popula- 
tion problem and the solutions consid- 
ered, audience members had a chance 
to ask questions. Following the ques- 
tion and answer session, the room 
broke into small discussions groups. 

Dick Neal, superintendent, said 
school officials will consider a few new 
options presented by audience mem- 
bers during these discussion sessions. 

“I think the news to me was that we 
had a lot of people come. That was 
encouraging to me,” said Mr. Neal 

“As far as new options, I think there 
were two or three that we will take a 
look at,” he said. “I’m not sure they 
were overly significant, but they were 
worth taking a look at.” 


Space needs 

According to information presented 
by the Space Needs Advisory Commit- 
tee, Andover’s current enrollment for 
both the elementary- and middle-school 
levels is already above Andover’s seat- 
ing capacity based on the School Com- 
mittee’s class-size policy. 

Because both levels are projected to 
increase by around 200 students 
between this year and 2009, many if not 
all officials want to build more class- 
rooms. 

“We feel that maintaining the status 
quo is essentially going backwards,” 
said Tom Carroll, advisory committee

“This is the situation not in the year 
2002, but today, as we speak,” said Mr. 
Carroll. 

Mr. Neal said if Andover never 
builds more classrooms it will likely 
decide to pay for portable classrooms. 
But he said he would only want to use 
portable classrooms if all else fails. 

“Portable classrooms as a tempo- 
rary solution become a permanent 
solution,” said Mr. Neal. If the town 
uses them now they will not only drain 
the operating budget, but “you’ll never 
have the facilities that this town ought 
to have,” he said.

began hitting her in the ribs, according 
to both sisters. A mannequin outside 
fell on top of the pair before the man 
broke loose and ran up Post Office 
Avenue. Ms. Lane ran after him but he 
disappeared down the alley next to My 
Brother’s Place pizza shop. 

Jack Norton, manager of the Ath- 
lete’s Corner next door, said he saw the 
two sisters run in different directions, 
and police officer Bob Cronin pull up 
in his cruiser and take off running. 
Then police were everywhere, he said. 


‘T report them all. Let- 
ting shoplifters go, espe- 
cially the kids, doesn’t 
do them any favors.

Robert Buck, 27, of 8 Summer St., 
was found hiding in the alley between 
Post Office Avenue and Park Street. He 
allegedly had attempted to stash his 
turquoise San Jose Sharks hockey 
jacket in the alley. In it police found 
the bottle, valued at $18. Mr. Buck was 
charged with shoplifting and two 
counts of assault. 

Asked why she took the chance she 
did, Ms. Lane said, “The adrenalin flow 
was so incredible.” She never had time 
to think about what she was doing. 

“Tt was all over before we could real- 
ize it was that bad. It really was fast,” 
she said. “The whole thing was bizarre. 
I’ve had other people go after me, but 
never actually hit me.” 

She said her husband said the thief 
must have “gotten her Irish up.” 


Thefts not uncommon 

Ms. Lane has owned and operated 
The Andovers Gift Store for almost 16 
years, the first 10 just around the cor- 
ner at 10 Post Office Ave., and nearly 
Six years in her current location. 


Although last week’s battle was 
extreme, shoplifting incidents at the 
store are not uncommon. A glance at 
the police log shows that last week’s 
incident was at least the ninth time 
police have been called to her store for 
shoplifters in the last four months. Ms. 
Lane didn’t even want to try to figure 
the number of times she’s caught 
shoplifters, but guessed that it aver- 
ages about one every other week. 

“T report them all though. I think it’s 
the right thing to do,” Ms. Lane said. 
Letting shoplifters go, especially the 
kids, doesn’t do them any favors, she 
said. “I think it does the whole commu- 
nity a disservice letting them get away 
with that.” 

Most of those caught are middle- 
school age, and often the incidents 
involve more than one youth. But 
adults are also caught stealing. Most 
suspects wait calmly for police. 

“[’ve never been wrong,” she said of 
making an accusation. 


First-time offenders are usually giv- 


en probation and some community ser- 
vice, which Ms. Lane has no problem 
with. But thieves shouldn’t look to her 
for leniency. One young man caught 
recently tried to justify his actions say- 
ing something about corporate profits 
being excessive, she said. Others, like 
Mr. Buck, try to pay after they are 
caught. 

“It sickens me,” she said of those 
who try to pay her or just walk away 
like it’s nothing. “It’s a slap in the 
face.” 

But Ms. Lane also wanted to make it 
clear that the shoplifters are an 
extremely small percentage of the peo- 
ple who visit her store. 

“T have thousands and thousand and 
thousands of customers and it’s only a 
little bit of that,” she said. “And it’s not 
most of the kids. Most of the kids that 
are around are fine.” 

Ms. Lane said she doesn’t have a dol- 
lar figure as to how much theft costs 
her annually, but said it isn’t a great 
amount. 

“I’m not losing a lot of big stuff, I 
know that,” she said. “It looks like we 
are having more of a problem than we 
are because we are catching them.”

Lava lamps, jewelry, pottery, 
art glass, wind chimes ... 


Deborah Lane has no intention of 
letting the shoplifters who frequent 
The Andovers Gift Shop dissuade her 
from doing business. 

“This is my job and I really like 
doing this. I like interaction with peo- 
ple more than anything else in life,” 
she said. 

She doesn’t have an office in the 
back because then she’d have to sit in 
it and she wouldn’t be out on the floor, 
she said. “It would be a whole differ- 
ent life. I do my paperwork at home.” 

She also reads at home, a lot of peri- 
odicals about modern culture, styles 
and trends. Her husband, Robert 
Lane, works at Raytheon and has been 
a resident of Andover since he was 7. 
They have three children, two of 
whom work in the store. 

It takes time to establish a business 
and make a salary at it, Ms. Lane said. 
“If I based my business on making a 
profit after five years, I would have 
been gone,” she said. “I didn’t buy a 
house until four or five years ago.” 

And though she’s “not poor any- 
more,” she’s not independently 
wealthy either. 

“T take a lot of pride in what I do. I 
work really hard at it because of that. 
I feel it’s a reflection on myself and my 
family.” 

Her employees feel the same way, 
she said. “And actually, they are a 
part of my family.” 

Ms. Lane packs a lot into the 800 
square feet in her store. She charac- 
terized her line of goods as “eclectic, 
because we have everything.” 

If someone calls to asks what she 
carries, she finds it easier to ask them 
what they are looking for. 

She has lava lamps, jewelry, cards, 
candles, pottery and art glass, wind 
chimes, garden items, bath oils and 
countless other items. She couldn’t 
say how many items. Regular cus- 
tomers come from Boston, across the 


State representative seat cost $57,500

State Representative Barry Fine- 
gold, D-Andover, outspent his Republi- 
can opponent, James Fox, two to one in 
1996 while winning the 17th Essex Dis- 
trict seat. 

Rep. Finegold burned about $57,501 
while Mr. Fox shelled out around 
$28,473. 

During election night, Mr. Fox 
talked about how he believed his 
Democratic opponent had significantly 
outspent him. Mr. Finegold said people 
should remember he faced a challenge 
in the primary, while Mr. Fox ran 
unopposed. 

Both candidates did add to the cost 
of their campaigns last week by miss- 


ing the Jan. 21 deadline for returning 
final campaign finance reports to the 
state. 

There’s a fine of $10 per day for each 
day the report is late to the state’s 
Office of Campaign and Political 
Finance, said Denis Kennedy, public 
information director. 

Rep. Finegold returned his report 
one day late. 

“He paid $10. With Mr. Fox, the 
clock is still ticking,” said Mr. 
Kennedy mid-day Monday. Mr. 
Kennedy said Wednesday that Mr. Fox 
returned the report Tuesday and paid 
his $60 fine. 

Mr. Fox spent a total of $28,472.70 on 
his campaign. 


Between Jan. 1 and Sept. 9, 1996 he 
spent $10,321.26. He spent another 
$9,436.28 from Sept. 10 through Oct. 18 
and an additional $8,715.16 from Oct. 19 
to Jan. 21. 

As of Jan. 21, Mr. Fox had outstand- 
ing liabilities of $9,653.32, according to 
Mr. Kennedy. 

In total, Rep. Finegold spent 
$57,500.92 on his campaign during 1996. 

According to the reports Mr. Fine- 
gold filed with the state Office of Cam- 
paign and Political Finance, he spent 
$19,495.48 between Jan. 1 and Aug. 30. 

Aug. 30 was eight days before Mr. 
Finegold’s primary battle with fellow 
Democrat Denise. Parsons. Mr. Fine- 
gold defeated Ms. Parsons 1,177 votes to 


state and southern New Hampshire to 
shop in her store, Ms. Lane said. They 
represent all different ages, styles and 
walks of life. “It’s across the board. It’s 
really neat. The rewards outweigh the 
problems by a lot, and the same for 
the kids.” 

The same age group that causes 
most of the problems, the middle- 
school kids, are the most fun, she said. 
She watched many of her employees 
grow up because they shopped there. 
And many of her former employees 
now have kids of their own who they 
bring into the store. 

“Joy (Sandison, one of her seven 
current part-time employees) was in 
grammar school and used to always 
come in and buy Joy oil and she used 
to tell me, ‘That’s my name, Joy.’ She 
was so cute,” Ms. Lane said. 

Though Ms. Lane said she feels 
Andover is a sheltered and very safe 
place to live and work, she stopped 
staying open at night, fearing her 
employees’ safety. For about a year 
she kept the store open until 8 p.m. 
Thursdays and Fridays, but an adult 
crowd of shoplifters began frequent- 
ing the store during those times. She 
also felt sure they were being cased by 
would-be robbers when the same men 
came in at different times wearing dis- 
guises. She now closes the door at 6 
p.m. 

“You would have to have police 
presence to be open at night, or you’d 
have to have more shops open and 
more foot traffic to make it comfort- 
able,” she said. “There’s plenty of 
work to do, so I don’t mind paying (the 
employees), but you can’t leave your- 
self a target, and that’s what we were 
doing. 

“I don’t fear for myself, as you can 
tell - whether that’s good or not I don’t 
know. But I don’t want anything to 
happen to anyone who is working for 
me.” 


1,027 votes. 

Mr. Finegold then spent $20,270.96 
between Aug. 31 and Oct. 18. 

Oct. 18 was eight days before his 
general-election contest with Mr. Fox. 
He defeated Mr. Fox 8,318 to 7,679 votes. 

From Oct. 19 until the end of 1996, 
Rep. Finegold spent $17,734.48. As of 
the end of 1996, Rep. Finegold had 
$13,821.07 in outstanding liabilities. 

Although candidates typically use 
the reporting dates used by Rep. Fine- 
gold, Mr. Kennedy said the state does 
not have a problem with the reporting 
dates used by Mr. Fox. 

Of using Jan. 21 as his ending date, 
Mr. Fox said, “I did .it so it completely 
ends the campaign in a sense.”

Watching the wetlands 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently, an application for 
approval to subdivide land located at 
38-40 Rocky Hill Road was filed in the 
town of Andover. The application 
was submitted by an organization 
that does not hold title to the proper- 
ty. In addition, the applicant, “Ster- 
ling Development Co. Inc.,” is not 
registered with the Massachusetts 
secretary of state as an incorporated 
business, nor is it registered as an 
unincorporated business in the town 
of North Andover, which it claims as 


the home office. 

As town officials, including 
Andover Town Counsel Thomas 
Urbelis and the Andover Conserva- 
tion Commission, know, this land 
formerly contained wetlands protect- 
ed by the laws of the commonwealth. 
The town has aerial photographs tak- 
en in the 1970s, which clearly depict 
a number of wetlands, now gone. 
They were illegally filled in the 
1990s. 

The town is also fully aware that 
the current owners of the property 
have owned it prior to the time the 
illegal filling took place. The results 
of the illegal filling of these precious 
wetlands was flooding in the base- 
ments of several surrounding homes 
in the area; a significant increase in 
the amount of water flowing away 
from the altered lands onto neigh- 
bors’ land; and perhaps of even more 
concern, the displacement of danger- 
ous snapping turtles which now 
threaten the safety of neighborhood

I wish you could hear/see my 
brother tell the story. 

“Blayney,” he says, cupping his 
hands by his mouth. “Blayney,” he 


says the bar was calling to him. 

“Can I help you?” a salesman 
asked my brother, who by now was 
fingering the bills in his pants pock- 
et. 

“Yes, can I see that bar?” my 
brother said. 

“Certainly,” the man said, and 
handed a green leather portable bar 
to my brother. It had fancy tools in it, 
places to strap in the bottle and a 
corkscrew and well, it was cool. 

“Blayney,” the bar called him. 

“How much is it?” my brother 
asked. 

“It’s $92.50,” said the man, “and if 
you want it monogrammed, it would 
be exactly $100.” 

“T'll take it,” said my brother, 

“T'm afraid I can’t have it ready in 
time for Christmas,” the salesman 
apologized. 

“Oh, that’s OK,” said my brother. 
“There’s no hurry.” 

A few weeks later, he picked up 
the bar and he brought it home to 
our house. He was home for Christ- 
mas vacation. Immediately he stuck 
it in the back of his closet, not daring 
to use it, not knowing what he was 
going to do with it. 


The next time he was home on 
vacation the worst had happened.

pan en. On at ahs one occasion, an animal 
control officer had to be called to the area to 
remove such a snapping turtle. 

The laws of this state provide that the 
owner of land who illegally violates the Wet- 
lands Act may be fined for each and every 
day the violation continues, and can be 
ordered to restore the land to its former 
state, as much as possible. 

I am therefore confounded that our 
Andover Town Counsel Thomas Urbelis Jr. 
has repeatedly taken the position that the 
town cannot enforce the wetlands laws, 
because two years have passed since the 
lands were altered. Attorney Urbelis has 
advised the Andover Conservation Commis- 
Sion that this so-called statute of limitations 
prevented the town from taking any action 

os 


as to the land owners. There is no such 
statute of limitations contained anywhere in 
the state wetlands laws. 

Perhaps it is more than coincidental that 
attorney Urbelis is a partner in a major 
Boston law firm, whose clients include real 
estate developers, whose interests are often 
contrary to the laws protecting the environ- 
ment. 

I have been paying taxes to the town of 
Andover and the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts for far too long to sit silently by as 
our so-called town counsel provides advice 
to our Conservation Commission, which is 
both legally incorrect and contrary to the 
interests of the citizens of the town and the 
commonwealth.

BRIDGE TO THE FUTURE 
The fixed dental restoration known as a bridge is commonly 
used to replace no more than four adjacent front teeth or two 
side teeth. Like a highway bridge, it is supported by two 
abutments, which are sound teeth on either side of the gap. The 
span, Of “pontic,” is a metal framework attached to the 
abutments at each end, with the necessary number of attached 
artificial teeth. When properly crafted, the artificial teeth and 
abutment crown should not only match the contour and color of 
natural teeth, but they should appear to be growing out of the 
gums. However, the pontic should barely touch the gums 
because exerting unnecessary pressure on the gums and 
underlying bone can damage them. There should also be 
sufficient space on the underside of the pontic so that dental 
floss can be passed beneath it to keep it clean

“12. Lot/Slope Requirements in the Single Residence Dis- 
tricts: In the single residence zoning districts (SRA, SRB, 
and SRC), the following provisions of this subsection V.B. 
12 shall apply: 


a. The purposes of this subsection shall be: (i } to pre- 
serve and enhance landscape amenities by encouraging 
the maximum retention of natural topographic features, 
Such as drainage swales, streams, slopes, ridge lines, 
rock outcroppings, vistas, natural plant formations, and 
trees; (ii) to minimize the effects of grading to insure that 
the natural character of steep slopes is retained: (ili) to 
minimize water-runoff and soil-erosion problems incurred 
in grading of steep slopes; and (iv) to encourage innova- 
tive architectural, landscaping, circulation and site design. 
For the purposes of this subsection the term “natural 
slope” shall be defined as the elevation of the ground sur- 
face in its natural state, before man-made alterations such 
as grading, excavation, or filling. 


b. The provisions of this subsection 12 shall not apply to 
building lots in a definitive subdivision plan submitted in 
accordance with G.L. c. 41 in order to obtain the protec- 
tions afforded by G.L. c. 40A, s. 6. In addition, the provi- 
sions of this subsection 12 shall not apply to building lots 
in a definitive subdivision plan approved prior to the 
enactment of the subsection 12. The provisions of this 


subsection 12 shall not apply to building lots on a plan 
Subject to G.L. c. 41, s. 81P approved prior to the first 
date of publication of notice of this by-law. 


c. The slope of land at any point, stated as a percentage, 
shall be defined as the change in elevation over a hori- 
zontal distance measured perpendicular to the contours 
divided by the distance over which the change occurs 
multiplied by 100. 


Slope = (Change in elevation / Horizontal distance 
measured perpendicular to contours) x 100 


d. All natural slopes exceeding 35 percent over a horizon- 
tal distance of 10 feet as measured perpendicular to the 
contour on a building lot are protected and shall remain in 
their natural state. 


e. All areas with natural slopes exceeding 25 percent over 
a horizontal distance of 30 feet as measured perpendicu- 
lar to the contour shall be excluded from the calculation of 
the minimum lot area required for the applicable zoning 
district.

An IRA can lower tax bill 


For many people who work for 
companies without a pension plan, 
setting up an individual retirement 
arrangement (IRA) can give a double 
bonus. It can lower their taxes if they 
make deductible contributions to 
the IRA and provides for a 
more secure retirement. 

Anyone who has tax- 
able compensation, such 
as wages, tips, commis- 
sions and. taxable 
alimony, and who ¥ 
will be under age 70° at 
the end of the year can 
set up an IRA. Money can 
be put into an IRA at any time during 
the year or by the due date of the tax 
return for that year, not including 
extensions. 

Contributions must be in the form 
of money, such as cash, check or mon- 
ey order. Property doesn’t count. The 
most that can be contributed for any 
year is $2,000 or taxable compensa- 


tion, whichever is smaller. For mar- 
ried couples who work, the maximum 
is $2,000 each. A working spouse can 
set up a spousal IRA for a 
spouse who has little or 
no taxable compensa- 
tion. The maximum 
combined contribu- 
tions to the working 
spouse’s IRA and the 
spousal IRA is $2,250. 
Many people can 
deduct part or all of 
their contributions. IRA 
earnings generally are not 
taxed until they are withdrawn 
from the account. 

Publication 590, Individual Retire- 
ment Arrangements (IRAs), gives 
more information on IRAs, including 
how to compute and report deductible 
and nondeductible contributions, 
when to start withdrawing money and 
what actions will result in penalties.

Tax relief can soften disaster 


Losing personal or business prop- 
erty due to a fire, flood, hurricane, 
theft or other similar event is devas- 
tating, but some losses can be 
recouped through federal income tax 
breaks. 

People who suffer a casualty loss or 
theft may be able to deduct the loss 
when they itemize deductions on 
their tax returns. If the loss happens 
in an area declared a disaster area by 


the president, people can choose to 
deduct the loss when they file their 
tax return for the year of the loss, or 
amend their return for the year before 
the loss, whichever provides the best 
tax result.

filing a joint return is $12,600 if only

© Seniors or people 
with disabilities may 
qualify for the 
QO credit for the 
elderly or the dis- 
abled. This credit 
is based on age, 
income and filing 
status, and can 
reduce the 
amount of taxes 
owed. Those under 65 could be eligible 
if they retire with total and permanent 
disability and have income from their 
employer because of that disability. 

The IRS considers persons to be age 
65 on the day before their 65th birth- 
day. So to the IRS, those who turn 65 
on January 1, 1997, are age 65 on 
December 31, 1996.

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Final income tax return due 


~ As strange as it may seem, tax obli- 

gations do not end at death. If people 
have enough income before dying to 
require tax returns, then their fami- 
lies or executors must file a final 
income tax return to report that 
income and payany taxes or claim any 
refund due. 

And depending on when the person 
died, more than one tax return may 
need to be filed. If a person with 
enough income to require a tax return 
died between January 1 and April 15, 
and had not yet filed the previous 
year’s return, then one is due by April 
15. But that’s not the last one. A final 
return must be filed by April 15 of the 
following year to account for any 
income or liability the decedent (per- 
son who died) had between January 1 
and the date of death. 

All these things can be 
handled by a representa- 
tive of the decedent’s 
estate: an executor, an 
administrator, or any- [ 
one who is in charge of 
the decedent’s property. 

If taxes are owed, the 
representative must col- 
lect them from the 
estate and send a check |} 
with the tax return to 
the Internal Revenue 
Service. If a refund is 
due, the representa- 
tive must attach to the 


return a copy of the court certificate 
showing his or her appointment as 
representative. This certificate autho- 
rizes the IRS to make the refund pay- 
ment to the decedent’s estate. A power 
of attorney or copy of the will is not 
acceptable. For those who are not 
court-appointed or certified represen- 
tatives, a Form 1310, “Statement of 
Person Claiming Refund Due a 
Deceased Taxpayer,” may be required. 

Usually a surviving spouse can file 
a joint return for the decedent if he or 
she did not remarry in the year of 
death. Making a payment or claiming 
a refund is handled the same way as if 
the person were still living. 

The surviving spouse or representa- 
tive should immediately give notice of 
the death to all parties, including 
financial institutions, who paid 

income to the decedent. This will 
ensure the proper reporting of 
income earned by the estate or 
\ heirs. 

A person’s death can also 
affect the tax returns of the 
heirs and the estate. It may be 
wise to have the representa- 
tive coordinate the filing of all 
tax returns to make sure they 
are done correctly.

CURING CHRONIC HEARTBURN 
THROUGH SURGERY 


There is an impressive arsenal of drugs available to treat 
heartburn, but they are not always effective over the long 


term. Doctors often recommend 
surgery if drugs fail to control 
the problem, or if younger 
patients are faced with the 
prospect of taking powerful and 
expensive drugs for the rest of 
their lives. Some patients, espe- 
cially those who have managed 
well with drugs, have been reluc- 
tant to undergo surgery, but that 
may change with a new surgical 
procedure that offers a speedier 
recovery. 


What Causes Heartburn? 

The esophagus is a tube-like 
structure that connects the 
mouth with the stomach. Within 
the esophagus are a number of

Choosing a

Heartburn, which doctors call 
gastroesophageal reflux, is caused 
by excess stomach acid in the 
esophagus. The underlying cause is 
most commonly a poorly function- 
ing lower esophageal sphincter, 
which allows acid from the stom- 
ach to wash up into the esi yphagus. 
In a small percentage of patients, 
stomach acid can erode and dam- 
age the lower esophageal

sphincter, making the problem even 
worse. 

Acid reflux can produce a wide vari- 
ety of symptoms. The most common 
symptom is a burning chest pain 
behind the breast bone. It can also cre- 
ate the sensation of food coming back 
into the mouth, with an accompanying 
acid or bitter taste, an early feeling of 
fullness, nausea and vomiting. 

However, it can also produce other 
symptoms that one might not ordin- 
arily think of as “heartburn.” For 
instance, when stomach acid gets up 
into the throat, it can cause hoarseness 
and sore throat. Sometimes minute 
amounts of stomach acid get inhaled, 
causing coughing, wheezing and trou- 
ble breathing. 

“Forty-four percent of the adult pop- 
ulation has some sort of heartburn at 
least once a month. Fourteen percent 
has it at least twice a week, and ten 
percent have heartburn daily,” says S. 
Peter Gibb, M.D., a gastroenterologist 
at Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center. 
“It’s a very, very common problem.” 


Nonoperative Therapy 

According to Dr. Gibb, there are a 
number of measures people can take to 
alleviate heartburn. The first line of 
treatment is behavioral changes, such 
as avoiding foods that bring on the 
symptoms. Citrus fruit, tomatoes, pep- 
permint, chocolate, caffeinated bever- 
ages and alcoholic beverages are all 
common culprits. Other helpful mea- 
sures include eating smaller meals, 
stopping smoking and raising the head 
of the bed four to six inches to keep 
stomach acid out of the esophagus 
while lving down. 

If these measures tail, over-the- 
counter antacids may help. Recently, 
very effective drugs called histamine or 
H) blockers (Axid, Pepcid, Tagamet 
and Zantac) became available over the 
counter. These drugs actually inhibit 
the production of acid in the stomach. 

“If heartburn lasts more than two 
wecks despite these measures, or if 
vou've had it for a long, long period of 
time, it’s worth seeing a doctor,” Dr. 
Gibb explains. 

According to Dr. Gibb, doctors usu-

ally can diagnose gastroesophageal 
retlux based on the patient’s descrip- 
tion of symptoms. The symptoms of 
gastroesophageal reflux tend to occur 
In predictable patterns, such as after 
eating large meals or certain foods, 
and they tend to get worse when the 
patient lies down. 

If the doctor suspects gastroe- 
sophageal reflux, the next step is a 
“therapeutic trial,” treating the condi- 
tion to see whether the symptoms go 
away. This may consist of behavioral 
changes and over-the-counter drugs, if 
the patient has not yet tried them. If 
these measures fail, doctors can pre- 
scribe more powerful versions of the 
over-the-counter histamine blockers. 
They may also prescribe prokinetic 
drugs such as metoclopramide 
(Reglan) and cisapride (Propulsid), 
Which help the valves in the lower 
esophagus and stomach function prop- 
erly, and proton pump inhibitors such 
as omeprazole (Prosilec) and lansopra- 
zOle (Prevacid), which are relatively 
new and powerful inhibitors of stom- 
ach acid production. 


A Kinder, Gentler Surgical Treatment 

Unfortunately, drugs do not cure the 
underlying problem—they merely alle- 
viate the symptoms of heartburn. 


According to Dr. Gibb, an operation 
may be warranted for patients whose 
symptoms do not respond adequately 
to drugs and for younger patients who 
are faced with the prospect of taking 
drugs for a long time. Anyone being 
considered for surgical treatment 
should undergo certain tests to make 
sure that symptoms are due to acid 
reflux and an incompetent lower 
esophageal reflux. If there is a motility 
problem within the body of the esoph- 
agus, surgical therapy will not help. 

These tests include an esophageal 
motility test, which assesses the muscu- 
lar contractions of the esophagus, and 
24-hour pH monitoring, which can 
detect acid reflux by measuring the 
acidity of the esophagus over a period 
of time. 

Until recently, the only surgical 
option was an open surgical procedure 
involving a long incision in the 
abdomen. To restore function of the 
lower esophageal sphincter, this proce- 
dure involves wrapping the upper part 
of the stomach around the lower part 
of the esophagus and suturing them 
together in order to recreate the weak 
or damaged sphincter. According to 
Desmond H. Birkett, M.D., chief of 
the Department of General Surgery at 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center, 
because of the large incisions involved, 
this operation requires a five-day hos- 
pital stay and it takes a month to com- 
pletely recover. 

Dr. Birkett says that this operation is 
largely being replaced by a relatively 
new procedure called laparoscopic 
Nissen fundoplication. Surgeons inflate 
the abdomen with harmless carbon 
dioxide gas and insert a laparoscope, a 
30-centimeter telescope with a tiny 
video camera and a light source, 
through a small incision. They then 
make four or more incisions a cen- 
timeter or less in length and use them 
to insert miniaturized surgical instru- 
ments. They make all of the necessary 
surgical repairs through these tiny 
holes, using the video-monitor image 
provided by the laparoscope to guide 
them. 

“The laparoscopic procedure is 


exactly the same operation but is per- 


Se 
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formed through small holes, instead of 
through a large incision,” Dr. Birkett 
says. A number of clinical research 
studies show that the overall safety and 
etficacy of the two procedures are 
identical. 

Because these smaller inci- 
sions are much less 
painful, patients typi- 
cally stay in the 
hospital for two 
nights, and can 
go back to work 
much sooner. 
“People recover 
very quickly,” 
says Dr. Birkett. 
“Within a week or 
so, they can be back 
at work.” 

Unfortunately, according 
to Dr. Birkett, not everyone is a candi- 
date for the laparoscopic procedure: 
Those who have had an upper abdom- 
inal operation may have scar tissue 
that makes laparoscopy too difficult.

BARRETT’S 
ESOPHAGUS 


According to S. Peter Gibb, M.D., gastroenterologist at 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center, after many years of acid 
exposure, the esophagus may adapt by transforming its lin- 
ing to tissue similar to that of the stomach lining, which is 
resistant to acid injury. This condition, known as Barrett's 
esophagus, puts people at slightly greater risk of developing 
adenocarcinoma, or cancer, of the esophagus, which is 


People with Barrett's esophagus should be monitored 
regularly using endoscopy, which involves an endoscope 
inserted into the esophagus to view the lining, along with 

biopsy, in which a sample of tissue is removed for examina- 


“Long-standing acid reflux carries a slight risk of cancer” 
Dr. Gibb says.““We want to monitor those patients periodi- 
cally—about every year or two. If we can catch and treat 

this type of cancer of the esophagus early, it can be cured.” 


Question: Is it safe to take over-the- 
counter medications to control 
diarrhea? 


Answer: Treatment for an acute diar- 
rheal illness—the sudden onset of an 
excessive number of loose, watery 
stools—depends on its underlying 
cause. Common infectious causes of 
diarrhea include numerous gastroin- 
testinal viruses; bacteria such as campy- 
lobacter, salmonella or hemmorrhagic 
E. coli; and parasites such as Giardia. 
Use of antibiotics can also lead to diar- 
rhea by encouraging the growth of 
Clostridium difficile. 

Over-the-counter medications are 
intended to treat acute or short-lived 
episodes of diarrhea. True antidiar- 
rheals, like Imodium-AD, Kaopectate 
and the prescription drug Lomotil, 


control diarrhea by slowing intestinal 
movement. Pepto-Bismol and other 
bismuth subsalicylate-containing prod- 
ucts relieve upset stomach, nausea and 
heartburn as well as diarrhea. Ina 
study published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
researchers concluded that bismuth 
subsalicylate does decrease the dura- 
tion of acute diarrheal illnesses and is 
safe for infants and young children. 
More important than treating the 
diarrhea itself, however, is treating any 
resulting dehydration. “If a patient has 
an acute viral or bacterial illness with 
diarrhea, our primary concern is fluid 
loss, which can be very debilitating,” 
says Richard RP MacDermott, M.D.., 
head of the Section of Gastroenter- 
ology at Lahey Hitchcock Medical 
Center. Dehydration is particularly 


dangerous in young children and the 
elderly. Symptoms include dry lips, 
glazed eyes, lethargy, increased thirst 
and rapid pulse. To replenish fluids, 
the American Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends using products, such as 
Pedialyte, which contain water, salts 
and carbohydrates that the body 
needs. Sports drinks, made to replace 
fluids lost during exercise, can also be 
effective in treating dehydration due to 
diarrhea, says Dr. MacDermott. 

If diarrheal illness lasts more than a 
week or is accompanied by a high 
fever or blood in the ste ol, see a physi- 
clan as soon as possible. Chronic caus- 
es of diarrhea include irritable bowel 
syndrome, sprue, Crohn’s disease and 
ulcerative colitis. Each of these diseases 
requires specific tests for diagnosis and 
specific treatment regimens.

vou,” says Carl Soderland, M.D.., 
internist at Lahey Hitchcock - Ipswich 
and medical director for Lahey 
Hitchcock’s network of 35 community 
practices spaced throughout eastern 
Massachusetts. “Medicine is as much 
an art as a science and a good physi- 
clan is someone you feel confidence in 
and who listens to you, responds to 
you and understands and accepts what 
Is Important to you,” he says. 

Dr. Abramson emphasizes that 
patients should seek out a physician 
who respects their values. “If, for 
example, a patient is a working moth- 
er and is happy with that choice but is 
experiencing job-related symptoms of 
stress, a good physician will not rec- 
ommend that she quit her job and stay 
home with the kids. Instead, he or she 
will work at understanding what's 


important to this patient and 
tind ways to help her, while 
also respecting her core val- 


ues,” he says. 


Making it Work 

Choosing a good physician 
won't by itself guarantee good 
health care. It’s important for 
the patient to establish Zoe dd 
communication with his or her 
doctor, and take an active role 
in care and treatment. 

Be prepared. If this is a first 
visit, be ready to tell your doc- 
tor about your family history, 
stressful factors in your 
lifestyle, any illness you’ve had 
in the past and your personal 
health-related habits. 

If youre going in with a spe- 
cific problem, it’s a good idea 
to bring a written list of symp- 
toms, plus any questions you 
want answered. Take note of 
when you first noticed the 
problem, where on your body 
the problem is located, exactly 
how it feels, how often it 
occurs and how long it lasts. 


You Don’t Have to Settle 

Most people find a physician 
they can trust and with whom 
they can build a lasting partnership. 
But if this does not happen within a 
reasonable amount of time, or if there 
are specific problems that are interfer- 
ing with the relationship, it is a good 
idea to have a discussion with the 
physician. “Your physician may be 
quite unaware there are problems and 
willing and able to rectify them,” says 
Dr. Abramson. “Most welcome feed- 
back from patients, including construc- 
tive criticism, because they want to 
provide the best care possible.” 

If trust or communication has bro- 
ken down, it may be time to make a 
change. “If a patient loses confidence 
in his or her physician, it is important 
to mend or end the relationship,” says 
Dr. Abramson. “Patients owe it to 
themselves to get the best medical care 
they can, and that means having a 
physician they can respect and trust.” 
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The Wintertime Blues 


SAD: A Form of Hibernation? 

Seasonal affective disorder (SAD) is 
characterized by excessive sleeping, 
overeating, lack of energy and depres- 
sion during the winter. Researchers 
don’t know exactly what causes SAD, 
but they do know that light alters how 
the brain regulates the flow of various 
chemicals in the body, which can affect 
a person’s mood, energy level and 
sleep patterns. 

SAD behavior mimics that of hiber- 
nation. “Unfortunately, given life in the 
20th century, people don’t get to 
hibernate in the winter,” says Mary 
Anna Sullivan, M.D., vice chairman of 
the Department of Psychiatry and 
Behavioral Medicine at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center. “SAD is a 
mood disorder that’s disruptive, but it 
is treatable.” 

About 50 percent of SAD sufferers 
respond well to light therapy, which 
entails spending from 30 minutes to 
two hours a day under bright, artificial 
light. Special lamps or visors emit light 
equivalent to what’s seen in a cloudless 
sky at dawn or dusk. 

People with true seasonal affective 
disorder notice a remission in SAD 
symptoms just days after light therapy 
begins. If light therapy does not 
improve a patient’s condition, antide- 
pressants and cognitive therapy might 
be prescribed. 

In an article published this past 
November in the American Journal of 
Psychiatry, doctors from Columbia 
University’s Department of Psychiatry 
and the New York State Psychiatric 
Institute found a correlation between 
patients’ medical profiles when 
depressed and their response to light 
therapy. Patients with a history of 
major depression that was melancholic 
were least likely to respond. Those 
with symptoms mimicking hiberna- 
tion—oversleeping and overeating 
were more likely to respond. The 


researchers concluded that a compre- 
hensive history of a patient’s symp- 
toms must be used to make a diagnosis 
and develop a treatment plan. 


Anyone who experiences SAD 
symptoms should contact a physician. 
“A lot of people are prone to small 
changes in mood or energy level. That 
alone is not enough to get professional 
help,” Dr. Sullivan says. “But if you 
experience mood dips during the win- 
ter that interfere with your home or 
work life, then it is worth seeing a 
physician to determine if you have a 


seasonal affective disorder.” 


For some, 
northern winters 
prompt medical conditions 
that can negatively impact 
a person's life. 
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Raynaud’s Disease 

Although it most commonly occurs 
during the winter, some people experi- 
ence symptoms year-round. Raynaud’s 
can be brought on by standing in cold 
water at the beach or walking through 
the frozen food section at the grocery 
store. When an attack occurs, the 
arteries to the fingers or toes close sud- 
denly, prompting the extremities to 
turn white, cold and numb. Some peo- 
ple experience Raynaud’s symptoms in 
their ears and nose as well. Raynaud’s 
attacks can last a few minutes or sever- 
al hours, and patients often feel pain 
or discomfort when the extremities 
warm at the end of an attack. 

To accurately diagnose the disease, 
physicians conduct a physical examina- 
tion and evaluate the patient’s medical 
history and the duration of the symp- 
toms. In some cases, Raynaud’s can be 
traced to an underlying medical condi- 
tion, such as abnormal blood flow or a 
rheumatic disease. But in the majority 
of Raynaud’s cases, the cause of the 
disease is unknown. 

“If the primary diagnosis 1s 
Raynaud’s, then the strategy is to 
avoid getting cold,” says Nicholas 
Tsapatsaris, M.D., associate head of 
cardiovascular medicine at Lahey 


Hitchcock Medical Center. “It is not 
just a matter of the hands becoming 
cold. If the body is cold, you get the 
response in your hands or feet.” 

Medication similar to that used for 
high blood pressure occasionally is pre- 
scribed to treat Raynaud’s disease, but 
often the side effects outweigh the 
benefits. “This is generally a disease of 
young healthy women, so we are 
cautious about prescribing these 
medications,” says Dr. Tsapatsaris. “In 
this geographic area, approximately 
one-in-ten women and one-in-twenty 
men have Raynaud’s.” 

For patients who smoke, smoking 
cessation is important in controlling 
Raynaud’s attacks because nicotine 
causes the blood vessels to narrow. 

Non-drug therapies have shown the 
greatest success in treating Raynaud’s. 
One ts a conditioning program that 
teaches the hands to warm with a cold 
stimulus. Usually begun in late 
November or early December, the five- 
week “retraining” program calls for 
immersing hands in warm water in a 
cold environment according to a spe- 
cific protocol. 

Some researchers have noted an 
association between Raynaud’s and 
migraine headaches. In a study pub- 
lished in the Annals of Internal 
Medicine, Dr. Tsapatsaris and co- 
authors Shaun T. O’Keefe, M.B., and 
William P Beetham, Jr., M.D., com- 
pared patients with primary Raynaud’s 
disease with a control group of age- 
and sex-matched hospital employees 
without Raynaud’s phenomenon. They 
reported an increased prevalence of 
migraine in patients with primary 
Raynaud’s disease. In addition, muscu- 
loskeletal chest pain was common in 
patients with Raynaud’s, especially in 
those who had coexisting migraine. 

“Studies suggest that Raynaud’s dis- 
ease and migraine may share a com- 
mon pathogenic mechanism,” Dr. 
Tsapatsaris says. “By studying the rela- 
tionship between these two disorders, 
the medical community may better 
understand the cause of each one.” 
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For years, nearsighted peo- 
ple who didn’t want to 
depend on eyeglasses or con- 
tact lenses had only one alter- 
native: a surgical procedure 
that involves making incisions 
into the cornea. Now, a 
newer procedure using a laser 
offers a better alternative in 


many cases. 


What Causes 
Nearsightedness? 

In a normal eve, the 
cormea, the transparent 
domed window at the tront 
of the eve, focuses the image 
we see precisely on the retina, 
the lining of the back wall ot 
the eve which transmits sig- 
nals to the optic nerve. The 
cornea retracts (or bends) 
Incoming images so that they 
focus directly on the retina. 

When the cornea is unable 
to retract images properly, the 
result is what is known as a 
retractive disorder. The three 
main types of refractive disor- 
ders are nearsightedness 
(myopia), farsightedness 
(hyperopia) and astigmatism. 
Nearsightedness occurs when 
the cornea Is too steep and 
causes the incoming image to 
be focused in tront of— 
instead of directly on—the retina. 
Farsightedness is the opposite problem 
and the image ts focused behind the 
retina, With astigmatism, the refraction 
is spread over a diffuse area due to dif- 
ferences in the curvature of the cornea 
and the lens. 

By some estimates, roughly 60 mil- 
lion Americans are nearsighted. Most 
of them wear glasses or contact lenses 
to compensate. Those who find them 
uncomfortable, inconvenient or unat- 
tractive may be candidates tor retrac- 
tive vision correction, designed to 


improve the way the eve focuses light.

Radial Keratotomy 


Until recently, the only surgical tech- 


nique available tor treating nearsight- 
edness was radial keratotomy (RR). 
Phe procedure involves making four 
or more “pie cut” incisions in the 
cornea, causing it to contract and flat- 
ten and changing the way it focuses 
light on the retina. Unfortunately, the 
more nearsighted a person is before 
surgery, the less predictable the result, 
and moderately to very nearsighted 
people are not the best candidates tor 


the pre cedure. 


“We no longer perform 
standard radial keratotomy,” 
says ophthalmologist Sarkis 
Soukiasian, M.D., director of 
the Refractive Correction 
Center at the Lahey Hitch- 
cock Eve Institute. “For 
patients with minor levels of 
nearsightedness, we do what 
is called minimally invasive 
RK, or mint RK, which uses 
shorter incisions and isn’t as 
likely to weaken the cye. 


Astigmatic Keratotomy 
Another form of surgery 
utilizing the incisional tech- 
nique is astigmatic keratoto- 
my which can be combined 
with mini-RK or laser 
surgery to correct both astig- 


matism and nearsightedness. 


Excimer Laser Vision 
Correction 

In many cases, especially 
more severe cases Of near- 
sightedness, standard RK is 
being supplanted by a newer 
procedure called photoretrac- 
tive keratectomy (PRK), or 
laser vision correction. 

The procedure involves 
using a special laser called an 
excimer laser, which can 
vaporize specific areas of tis- 
sue without harming nearby cells. In 
PRK, the laser is used to precisely 
shave away microscopic layers of the 
central corneal tissue, reducing its 
steepness and the resulting nearsight- 
edness. 

The overall laser procedure takes 
half an hour or less. The patient lies 
under the laser machine and is given 
eve drops to numb the eve; a small 
instrument called a speculum is used 
to hold the eve open. The patient 
focuses on a flashing light to keep the 
eve in position. The actual use of the 
laser beam takes only 15-30 seconds. 


Cereal 
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After the procedure, a “bandage” contact lens is placed over 
the eye and the patient is given eye drops to help the eve 
heal. 

“Laser surgery is more complex than just going in for the 
procedure,” Dr. Soukiasian says. “It includes significant time 
before and after treatment.” 

For patients considering PRK, a pre-treatment evaluation is 
crucial to determine whether the treatment is appropriate. 
Impaired vision from such eye diseases as cataracts, glaucoma 
and diabetic retinopathy would not be improved by PRK. 
Other diseases, such as arthritis or lupus, may impair healing 
atter PRK.

“This procedure may not completely eliminate the need for 
glasses or contact lenses,” says Dr. Soukiasian, “but it can 
reduce a person’s dependence on them. After the procedure, 
some older people may still need glasses for certain tasks, 
such as reading.” 

Immediately following the surgery, laser vision correction 
may cause some patients to experience mild pain, sensitivity 
to light, and some blurry vision. Over the long term, very few 
may experience a little bit of haze and, in rare instances, a 
slight decrease in their best-corrected vision (that achieved 
with glasses or contact lenses). 

Betore deciding on a laser procedure, Dr. Soukiasian urges 
prospective patients to sit down with the doctor and carefully 
discuss their wants, needs and expectations. “Just because the 
technology is available, people don’t necessarily have to have 
it done,” he points out. “In fact, | counsel many patients 
against having it done if I think they’re happy with what they 
have.”

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Be Kind to Your Skin 


Although dry air and cold winds are the most 
obvious cause of dry winter skin, certain skincare 
products and long hot baths may also be a factor. 
“Astringents and alcohol, which are found in clari- 
fying lotions and aftershaves, are drying agents,” 
says Karen C. McKoy, M.D., dermatologist at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center.“Avoid those products 
in the winter.” 


More skin-saving tips: 

* Bathe in warm water, not hot, and limit your 
shower or bath to five minutes. 
Avoid deodorant soaps, as they are drying. 
Use soap that contains added moisturizers. 
Always use a body moisturizer after a bath or 
shower and apply it immediately to seal water 
into skin. 
If you do get dry itchy skin, it can be further 
irritated by laundry soaps and fabric softeners. 
Wash clothing in basic detergents without 
“extra” additives and use fabric softeners only 
in the washer. 


Keep It Young 

“It's a lot easier to prevent skin damage than fix 
it,” says Laurie Watson, L.PN., program director of 
the Skin Rejuvenation Clinic in the Department of 
Plastic and Reconstructive Surgery at Lahey 
Hitchcock Medical Center.““Both men and women 
should use sunblock on their face every day of the 
year. Even if you don’t think you get much expo- 
sure, walking to the car, riding in the car or sitting 
by a window can cause sun damage and the dam- 
age, is cumulative.” Use a facial moisturizer that 
contains sunscreen with an SPF of 15. 

Dead cells contribute to dry dull-looking skin 
and acne. Ms.Watson recommends exfoliation 
once a week with an enzyme or mask. ‘You'll have 
a more uniform texture and brighter skin,” she 
says. ‘Regular exfoliation and using a sunblock 
helps prevent skin cancer, acne and premature 
wrinkling.” 


Question: How do I know if my child 
has a peanut allergy? 


Answer: It is estimated that one per- 
cent of children in the United States 
have a peanut allergy, and, according 
to the Asthma and Allergy Foundation 
of America, about one-third of them 
have severe reactions. The Food 
Allergy Network reports approximate- 
ly 100 deaths from food allergies year- 
ly and peanuts are the most common 
cause of death. 

A tiny amount of peanut is all that is 
needed to set off a reaction, which can 


range from hives to respiratory difficul- 


ty, such as wheezing or swelling of the 
upper airway, says Robert Meyer, 
M.D., a physician at Lahey Hitchcock 
Pediatrics at Arlington. 


Sensitivity to peanuts appears to be 
increasing, particularly among the very 
young. Allergists suspect this increase is 
due to infants and children being 
exposed to peanut products earlier in 
life, before the immune system is tully 
dev eloped. Some doctors believe an 
infant can be sensitized through breast 
milk or possibly even during the third 
trimester of pregnancy. 

Diagnosis of the allergy is typically 
based on medical history, a physical 
exam and skin testing or a blood test, 
says John Saryan, M.D., an allergist at 
l ahey Hitchcock Medical ¢ enter. 
Skin testing should be done cautiously, 
however, on someone who has experi- 
enced a very severe allergic reaction.

since peanuts are a hidden ingredient 
In many foods, including baked goods 
and cereals, reading product labels 
caretully is a must. 

Peanuts are members of the legume 
family, so an allergy to peanuts does 
not necessarily mean allergies to tree 
nuts such as walnuts. “But don’t allow 
young children to eat other nuts,” says 
Dr. Saryan. 

Peanut-sensitive individuals should 
carry and know how to use an adrena- 
line injection kit and antihistamine. An 
especially common situation leading to 
a reaction is when children eat treats 
bri yught to school by other children. 
Students, or their parents, should also 
alert school staff and peanut-sensitive 
children should wear a medic alert 
bracelet or necklace, says Dr. Meyer, 
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
